A typical comment from _ voters 
throughout New England was that 
a uniform minimum wage “would 
help equalize competition” be-

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WAGE DIFFERENTIAL OPINION ... .. 

With the highly controversial wages and 
hours bill fast approaching its crucial test in 
congress, there is unusual interest in the latest 
poll of the American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, results of which are published today, else- 


g where in The Constitution. 


The question asked voters all over the nation 
was whether or not they thought a wage dif- 
ferential should be incorporated in a wages and 
hours bill, if passed, which attemp‘ed to fia 
minimum wages for all woxkers. The resu!t for 
the country as a whole was 62 per cent in favor 
of geographic differentials and only 38 per cent 
against it. 

In no section was a majority of voters op- 
posed to the differential, though the largest 
vote polled against the differential was in New 
England. In the south three out of five favored 
the differential. = 

A second question asked in the poll was 
would a higher minimum wage for the individ- 
ual voter’s section, as compared with other sec- 
tions of the country, work to the disadvantage 
of business in that section? 

For the nation as a whole, only 37 per cent 
thought such a condition would injure business. 
In New England approximately half the voters 
thought so, 

There was no noticeable difference along 
political lines, both Democrats and Republicans 
showing approximately the same percentage on 
x0th questions asked. 

It is also interesting to note that last Feb- 
ruary the Institute asked voters in different 
parts of the country what amount per hour 
they thought should be the minimum wage for 
their own section. In the south the figure most 
frequently mentioned was 25 cents per hour 
while the average for the rest of the country 
was 40 cents. 

Thus it is shown by an organization which 
has achieved a remarkable record of accuracy 
in its polls of the past, that the nation as a 
whole agrees with the southern members of 
congress who have fought so valiantly for geo- 
graphic wage differentials. 

There can be no doubt that, under a wages 
and hours law which did not provide such dif- 
ferentials, the south would be placed under a 
vicious handicap in competing, with other parts 
of the country, for industry. Southern industry 

pady pays its workers a higher percentage of 
the wealth they create than does New England 
and the north. This despite the fact that pay 
envelopes in the north average more in dollars 
and cents than those in the south. 

But, with living costs and other conditions 
so much more favorable in the south, the work- 
er here enjoys a better life on the smaller dollar

STILL, THE SOUTH ADVANCES 

The north is laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion when it seeks to hamstring the southward 
movement of industry through an unfair wages 
and hours bill. Despite the undoubted harm 
the bill will accomplish, natural advantages of 
the south will continue to draw plants here 
steadily, enhancing that industrial growth 
which has gained so much* momentum in the 
last few years. | 

This may be seen in the announcement of 
construction of a $1,000,000 manufacturing 
plant in Savannah, made on the day the house 
voted approval of the wages and hours bill. 
Frankly designed to freeze industrial develop- 
ment in its present status, through which the 
north could retain its superiority, the basic 
fallacy of the northern fight is revealed by such 
incidents. The National Gypsum Company will 
build on the river front, where freight vessels 
will bring raw materials from Nova Scotia 
(much nearer to New England). In this plant 
will be manufactured wall board, gypsum lath 
and partition tile for distribution throughout 
the southeast. 

The trend of industry today is toward decen- 
tralization. As an example, gypsum board made 
in the south for southern use will be cheaper. 
That made in the north for northern use will 
be cheaper, since it will not have to absorb a 
share of the cost of distribution of board into 
the south from the northern plant. All the 
people benefit. This, however, the coalition 
cannot see in its blind fight to retain something 
it has already lost. That is, a monopoly of 
manufacture. 

In the early history of this country, water 
power, immigrant labor and other advantages 
centered industry in the northern section, That 
day is gone. The north can economically re- 
tain the industrial capacity to serve that sec- 
tion and a certain overage in specialized fields 
for national service. The south cannot eco- 
nomically support industrial capacity greater 
than the ability of the section to consume with, 
again, an overage in specialized fields. The 
same must hold good in other regions. 

Southern businessmen can speed this trend 
by encouraging purchases in the south from 
southern industries. Not to a fanatical extent, 
since this would do more harm than good. All 
other factors being equal, however, the output 
of southern plants should have first preference 
in buying offices. In many companies this is 
now a fixed policy, and one which should be 
encouraged. The north seeks through blind, 
vicious methods to retain an unwarranted, un- 
economic advantage over other sections. Let 
the south intelligently and without rancor, 
demonstrate the fallacy of this policy. 


THE TOY LIBRARY 

The establishment of Atlanta’s first toy 
lending library has brought to this city a new 
force for happiness. There is much that is 
heart-warming in this effort to bring added 
joy into the lives of “have not” children. 

For a child, there can be no greater tragedy 
than a world without toys. It is not difficult for 
an adult to imagine how much of human long- 
ing there is in a child’s yearning for playthings. 


. Now, through the toy library, which is operated 


in a manner similar to that of a book library, 
any youngster under 12 years of age can borrow 
a toy for a week. Already hundreds of children’s 
lives, hitherto empty of toys, have been bright- 
ened and made joyful. No one can estimate the 
far-flung influence of the library on the future 
lives of these children. 

There is good also in that the children learn 
a sense of responsibility, in taking care of the 
borrowed articles, in seeing that they are re- 
turned in good condition. 

For more fortunate children who do not 
have to borrow toys there is good also. These 
youngsters learn a spirit of charity by giving 
their toys to the library. The library extends 
the Christmas spirit over the entire year. The 
Atlanta Junior Chamber of Commerce, spon- 
sors of the project, deserve congratulations. The 
“Jaycees” have added a bright page to the his- 
tory of the city’s human agencies. They merit 
high praise for playing Santa Claus the year 
around.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

ROOSEVELT-FARLEY SPLIT WASHINGTON, May 31—A 

couple of weeks ago, Ed Rivers, 
Georgia’s Governor, visited the White House. The visit made plain 
the President’s and his general staff's determination to strike at 
Senator George’s candidacy for re-election. 

And only three or four days ago, there appeared on Senator 
George’s. desk a brand-new, warmly inscribed, cabinet-size photo- 
graph of Postmaster General James A. Farley. 

Because Rivers is not available to run against George, the Presi- 
dent and his young war hawks have not found a suitable man to 
back, but they are still shopping around. It can be seen, there- 
fore, why Jim Farley’s hands@mely friendly gesture toward George 
is a minor, but remarkable, sign of the times. 


TUG-OF-WAR The sign indicates what has already been re- 

| corded here—the daily sharpening and deepening 
division between Farley and the White House. _Big Jim dislikes 
the White House general staff’s revengeful policy toward conserva- 
tive Democrats, yet that is not the only cause of the division; it is 
fundamental. 

Recently, it has been repeatedly observable. In Oregon, the-gen- 
eral staff loudly and the President quietly supported Henry L. Hess 
for Governor. Yet the subsequently defeated conservative, Martin, 
had the open blessing of the postmaster general. 

Again, in Iowa, the President and the general staff are pushing 
Representative Otha D. Wearin for the Democratic senatorial nomi- 
nation. Yet, after a recent cabinet meeting, Jim Farley persuaded 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace to promise to do noth- 
ing against the incumbent, Senator Guy Gillette. So far, Wallace 
has abided by the bond, but the President is putting the heat on 
him to help Wearin. In fact, the President and his official political 
adviser are playing tug-of-war with the unhappy Wallace. 

And, finally, in New York, the general staff has searched fren- 
ziedly for a New Dealish gubernatorial candidate. First, Solicitor 
General Robert H. Jackson and then WPA Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins have been trotted out. Each time the President has ap- 
proved. And each time Jim Farley has quietly but firmly knocked 
the embryo candidacy on the head. 


TOUCHINESS OR SUSPICION The orthodox New Dealers 


tell a curious story to ex- 
plain the Farley rebellion. The story is that, at another cabinet 
meeting near a year ago, Farley brought up the question of the 
President’s successor. When Farley mentioned 1940, the President 
brightly agreed that it was time to think about it. And then, in- 
stead of including Farley in his list of prospects, the President calm- 
ly passed him over to talk of the chances of Henry Wallace and 
-Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 

Even if the story of Farley’s hurt feelings is true, however, the 
explanation appears to be a bit romantic. Actually, the White House: 
was probably the first mover in the break with'Farley. Putting it 
brutally, Farley’s influence in the Democratic party has long caused 
anguished worry among the President’s advisers; and some concern 
even in the President himself. 

From the start of the New Deal, Big Jim was allowed to handle 
local Democratic organizations for the President. -The job of talking 
to the boys in the precincts (who will elect the delegates to the 
1940 convention) was exclusively Farley’s. Big Jim himself has 
frequently pointed out in private that he, alone in the New Deal, 
had these important contacts. He has boasted of his cultivation of 
them, and intimated that, when the time came, he would know how 
to use them. 

Thus, a suspicion arose at the White House that too much power 
might have been delegated to Big Jim. In politics, delegated powers 
are always dangerous, as Pennsylvania’s state chairman, Dave Law- 
rence, recently demonstrated by driving his patron, Joe Guffey, 
from his satrap’s throne. And the suspicion of Big Jim’s powers 
was not the least of the reasons for the sudden White House par- 
ticipation in local problems. 


BAD COMPANY Just where it will all end, heaven knows. The 
President can still make Farley obey his di- 
rect orders, as the intervention in Pennsylvania proved. 

Yet Farley is flirting with queer friends, these days. The oppo- 
sition bloc of senate Democrats sees much of him. With such men 
as Burt Wheeler, of Montana, and George and Cotton Ed Smith and 
Gillette, he openly bemoans the White House’s primary policy. He 
tells them that he did his best to avert the new mood of revengeful- 
ness, and hints that he wants to help them if he can. In fact, ex- 
plosion time seems to be near at hand.

It is much more fun to correct the other fellow first. His sins 
are so much more clearly apparent.

Shot Down; Anti-Bomb 
Nets Used. 


. SHANGHAI, June 1—( Wednes- 
day)—()—Both Chinese and Jap-| 
anese claimed victory today in one 
of the greatest air battles of the 
war in which more than 100 planes 
fought high over Hankow. | 

A Japanese naval communique 
declared. 30 Japanese planes raid- 
ed Gerrexalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s capital and shot down 20 
Chinese planes while only one of 
their own failed to return. 

China’s aviation headquarters, | 
however, declared 54 Japanese 
planes attempted to make the raid 
but were beaten off with a loss of | 
15 planes. Disputing Japanese re-| 
ports that the Hankow airfield 
was heavily bombed, Chinese de- | 
clared the Japanese were prevent- 
ed from carrying out the raid. 


Troops Deadlocked. | 
While Japanese planes struck at | 
Hankow and Canton, ground forces | 
of both armies apparently were 
deadlocked again in the vicinity of 
Lanfeng, along the Lunghai rail- 
road in central China. | 

Severe fighting was reported 
among the mud-walled villages 
between the Lunghai and the Yel- 
low river, with Chinese troops 
still counter

ASKING BIDS. 


Contract bridge addicts prepar- 
ing to dash off for their annual 
summer sojourn at the beaches 
and large resort hotels where their 
favorite pastime in usually a fea- 
tured part of the season's social 
program, are inquiring what to 
expect in the way of asking bids. 
_ The answer is that players hail- 
ing from north, east, south and 
west, as a rule, will limit the use 
of asking bids to follow double 
suit raises and opening three-suit 
bids. Average players seldom at- 
tempt to employ asking bids when 
a suit is agreed upon by infer- 
ence. 

NOT OFTEN USED. . 

Ely Culbertson has admitted 
that for the good of all concerned, 
asking bids should be placed in 
two groups. One for beginners, the 
other for advanced players. They 
will probably not be used often 
in either case but when they are 
successful partners will get a big 
thrill. 

When playing with strange 
partners it is smart bridge to in- 
quire if they understand and in- 
tend to use asking bids. Whenever 
possible the better-known four- 
five no-trump slam _ convention 
should be preferred to the asking 
bid.
